MEDICO-LEGAL FEES—RULES OF COURT. 


PALESTINE 


(Issued with the Sanction of the High Commissioner). 

1st January 1924. 

1. The following scale shall be substituted for that previously in force 
with regard to the payment of fees to medical practitioners lor professional 
services rendered or reports or evidence given by them in connection with 
any criminal proceedings:— 

For post mortem examination of a body.£E. 1 

For post mortem examination of a body after exhumation . . £E. 2 

For any report in writing submitted to a Court of Criminal 

Assize or District Court.PT. 25 

For any attendance to give evidence before such Court. . . PT. 25 

2. Any claim for a fee under these Rules shall be submitted to the 
President of the Court to be certified for payment. 

3. Fees on the above scale shall be payable to any medical practitioner, 
whether he be in the service of the Government of Palestine or not. 

4. Except as specified in these Rules, no fee shall be payable to any 
medical practitioner in connection with any criminal procceedings, but he 
shall be entitled to repayment of any travelling or other expenses reasonably 
incurred for the purpose of making his examination or giving evidence thereon.

5. These Rules shall come into force on the 1st day of January, 1924.
